1 . The amendment document filed on December 12, 2005 is considered non-compliant because it has failed to meet the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.121, as amended on June 3 , 2003 (see 68 Fed.

The amendment filed on December 12, 2005 does not comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.121 because the claim 
status indicator of claims 57-62 is incorrect. Specifically, the claim indicators of claims 57-62 should read "new" because said claims 
are newly added claims. Further, it is noted that the amendment filed 12/12/2005 has canceled claim 56, but claim 56 has never been 
presented thorughout prosecution of the instant application.
